One thousand offenses involving one 
milliongdollars worth of whiskey, ac- 
cording te Thomas H. Morrow, United 
States district ettorney, are alleged 
in the indictment, which charges the 
three men with having conspired to di- 
vert the whiskey, without proper per- 
mits, into channels for use as a bev- 
erage. 

The indictments set forth that the 
whisky was sold without permits at 
' Owensboro, Frankfort and Louisville,

The Russians and Turks, however, 
have deelared this report to be an in- 
vention, but this and other rumors 
are causing the statesmen to hesitate 
to make decisions which would men- 
ace the orient with war. ‘Efforts will 
be made to induce the Turks to sub- 
mit an answer Wednesday that will 
obligate the allies to continue the ne- 
gotiations. 

England Sends Troops. 

London January 29.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) — In view of the 
Turkish attitude at Lausanne regard- 
ing the Mosul district, the British 
military authorities in the Irak have 
dispatched a battalion of troops and 
also a few airplanes to the area be- 
tween Mosul and Sherhat (65 miles 


south of Mosul) as a precautionary 
measure.

LOOK TO AMERICA. 


It is announced in the cables that. 
at the coming meeting of the, 
league of nations the repre-| 
sentatives of Sweden will move that 
the league offer to mediate in the 
Ruhr. 

That is definitely within the 
league’s functions, under article 
eleven of the treaty of Versailles, | 
which reads as follows: 

“Any war or threat of war, whether 
immediately affecting any of the mem- 
bers of the league or not, is hereby 
declared a matter of concern to the 
whole league, and the league shall 
take any action that may be deemed 
wise and effectual to safeguard the 
peace of nations.” 


That Sweden will be within its 
rights to make such a Suggestion | 
is established by the following par- 
agraph of the same article: 

“It is also declared to be the friend- 
ly right of each member of the league 
to bring to the attention of the as- 
sembly or of the council any cireum- 
stance whatever affecting interna- 
tional relations which threatens to dis- 
turb international peace or the good 
understanding between nations upon 
which peace depends.” 


And yet such action on the part 
of the leagae is most unlikely. 
Prance has already declared its un- 
willingness to submit to mediation, 
and it would require a unanimous 
vote. 

It is also quite probable that oth- 
er nations in Europe, members of.

Good citizenship is at the 
basis of good civilization, and no state 
ean be said to have a foundation of 
good citizenship when so many of its 
people are landless. 

Best Means of Relief. 
“We have got to get at it by legis- 


to be a federal revolving fund to be 
loaned to those who want to acquire 
land by development. It is a matter 
of course that the loans must be safe- 
guarded properly. Not only will the 
character of borrowers figure in the 
transaction, but there will be ade- 
quate security in the transaction, but 
there will be adequate security in the 
form of houses, equipment and crops. 
It is not a fly-by-night proposition, 
but the soundest sort of business in- 
vestment.” 

Mr. Hollomon, who is a native of 
North Carolina and began his news- 
paper career on the News and QOb- 
server in Raleigh, spent the day here.

His topic at the meeting of the 
North Carolina club tonight was “The 
Tax Systems of the Southeastern 
States and Their Bearing Upon the 
Economic Problems of the People.” 

He was the guest of honor last

faculty. 
Hits Georgia Tax System. , 

In his talk tonight he criticized | 
severely the taxation system in Ceor- 
gia. He thinks the ancient ad valorem 
basis a thoroughgoing evil. 

“In Georgia I hope to see property 
classified, with a rate differential, in 
absolute fairness to all classes or 
property. Then with a mild income 
levy but not a levy on incomes from! 
property otherwise taxed. A system 
of fair distribution should be evolved. 

“We should by all means seek to 
reach unimproved property held for 
speculative purposes. If a man is 
holding land idle either in city or 
country. we should see that the as- 
sessment is based upon the price which 
he demands for it. 

“There should be lower rates on im- 
proved than upon unimproved proper- 
ties, and only equities should be as- 
sessed, That is, the man of small 
means owning the title to a house with 
two-thirds of it mortgaged should be 
compelled to pay taxes only upon the 
third he actually owns.” 


Hits Exempt Securities. 


Mr. Hollomon delivered an attack 
upon the issuance of tax exemPt se- 
curities. 

“It is inexcusable,” he said. ‘There 
is a proposed constitutional amend- 
ment now pending in congress to pro- 
hibit a continuance of this economic 
and social sin, and that is my excuse 
for referring to it tonight. There are 
between ten and fifteen bitlions of 
state and municipal tax free bonds in 
existence and three billions of United 
States bonds totally exempt®’ In ad-

is e in too many instances. It is| 
true in mY adopted state of Georgia, | 
where the ad valorem system has fall- 
en down, not, however, because of the 
system in general, but because of the 
broken vehicle that the, statutes have 
provided for it. 

“The greatest problem, in Georgia 
today is the raising of sufficient rev- 
enue to meet the demands of state 
administration, and to provide ade- 
quately for the support and mainten- 
ance of her higher educational insti- 
tutions and her elementary schools. 

“It is a mistake to think that in 
order to increase the revenues taxes 
must be increased... It is possible ma- 
terially to reduce the tax. burdens 
upon the yeople and yet increase 
the state’s gross income. The an- 
swer is contained in the word distri- 
bution.

Secretary Hughes Writes 
Hardwick for Details of 
Foreign Move. 


The French embassy at Washing- 
ton has made informal inquiry into 
the bombing of the home of a native 
Syrian, at Marietta during the recent 


Christmas holidays. A letter was re- 
ceived at the office of Governor 
Hardwick Monday from Secretary of 
State Hughes, written in behalf of 
the French embassy. , 

Secretary Hughes explains in the 
letter that, under the league of na- 
tions, France has a mandate over 
Syria, part of which responsibility in- 
volves the protection: of Syrian na- 
tionals in foreign countries. The em- 
bassy, therefore, is desirous of knows 
ing whether there was any loss of 
life or property, involving Syrian citi- 
zens, in the Marietta affair. 

Governor Hardwick is out of the 
city this week on a fishing trip, but 
in his absence. his secretary acknowl- 
edged the letter from Secretary 
Iughes and stated that the matter 
would be attended to by the governor 
on his return. 

There was no loss of life by the 
bomb outrage in Marietta, but con- 
siderable property damage resulted. 
A mass meeting of citizens denounced 
the bombing and Governor Hardwick 
offered a reward of $250 for the ar- 
rest of the guilty. This is the high- 
est reward allowed bv law. 

The letter from Secretary Hughes 
is as follows:

Sir: I have the honor to bring to your 
attention that the French embassy has in- 
formally inquired of this denartment re- 
garding renorts of alleged mistreatment of 
members of the Syrian colony at Marietta, 
Georgia.
